Hope, too, has a problem in the 
fact that the main tracks of the 
"Mop" 
bisect our town, 


resulting in many frequently- 
blocked and always-dangerous 
grade crossings. Like Prescott 
we have the constant threat of a 
blocked crossing in a fire or 
police emergency—only our 
situation is worse because a 
good deal of mainline railroad 
switching is done in our 
downtown section. 


Years ago we finally got an 


underpass 
of 
sorts—the 


makeshift structure at Hervey 
and Division Sts. We got it by 
virtually blackmailing the 
railroad. It was in World War H 
and Missouri Pacific needed to 
double-track its line through 
town, changing the grade at 
some street-crossings. 


The city went along with the 


railroad—but at a price: 
Construction of an underpass on 
Hervey St. The railroad lived 
up to its word in genera] but not 
on a particular point. It con- 
structed the underpass, but of 
wood, with a central support 
pylon, creating two roadways 
with this dangerous barrier 
between them as you see the 
structure today. 


The war being on, there was a 


shortage of steel, but the 
railroad stipulated it would 
replace wood with steel and 
remove 
the roadway ob- 


struction after the war. That's 
been 30 years ago, and we still 
have the old wodden structure 
at the Hervey St. underpass. 


Nevertheless, if I were a 


Prescott citizen I'd keep after 
the railroad about that un- 
derpass.

11:30 a.m. EOT and said he 
and Muskie will make a Joint 
announcement 
sometime 


later. 


Muskie spent the morning at 


his home in suburban Bethesda 
with aides. 


McGovern confirmed, in re- 


sponse to questions, that this 
week he sounded out Sens. Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey of Min- 
nesota, Abraham Ribicoff of 
Connecticut and Edward M. 
Kennedy 
of , Massachusetts 


about accepting the vice-presi- 
dential nomination. But all 
three said no. 


McGovern said he did not 


push them on it because he had 
discussed it with them during 
the Democratic National .Con- 
vention, where they first re- 
fused. 


Speculation over McGovem's 


next choice is centering around 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine. Muskie, who a year ago 
was considered the favorite for 
the presidential nomination, 
has had no comment on the No. 
2 spot, which he held on the 
ticket in 1968. 


McGovern met with a dozen 


newsmen in his Senate office as 
he attempted to lay to rest in- 
creasing speculation that he is 


having serious trouble getting a 
suitable running-mate. 


As he denied those reports, 


McGovern said he is purposely 
taking his time in recommend- 
ing a successor to Eagleton, 
who 
was 
persuaded 
by 


McGovem to withdraw from 
the ticket following disclosure 
that he had been hospitalized 
for depression stemming from 
nervous exhaustion and fatigue 
in 1960,1964 and 1966. 


"I can assure you the deci- 


sion is being made the way it 


should be, with care and delib- 
eration," McGovem said. 


McGovern criticized the 


present system of • selecting 
vice-presidentialv -candidates, 
calling it "a major gamble." 


He said presidential candi- 


dates are exhausted and rushed 
by the time they win their own 
nomination but "must get a 
vice-presidential nominee with- 
in a matter of hours." 


The Democratic standard- 


bearer said he will aak party 
Chairman Jean Westwood to 


' recommend that the party's 
charter committee investigate 
new ways to pick the vice-pres- 
idential nominee. 


In response to a question, 


McGovern also said he never 
fully believed that Kennedy 
would not accept the vice-presi-

Wholesale prices go 
up sharply, highest 
hike in five months

WASHINGTON (AP) - Whole- 
sale prices posted in July the 
sharpest rise in five months to 
continue increasing at a faster 
pace than before President Nix- 
on's Phase 2 wage-price con- 
trols, the government said to- 
day. 


Last month's increase in 


prices of food and a broad 
range of industrial raw mate- 
rials and manufactured goods 
was eight-tenths of one per 
cent, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics said. 


The report said wholesale 


prices in the eight months of 
Nixon's Phase 2 controls rose 
at an annual rate of 5.7 per 
cent compared with 5.2 per 


cent in the eight months before, 
the Phase 1 wage-price freeze 
imposed a year ago. 
'" The bureau also reported that 
the nation's unemployment rate 
remained unchanged in July at 
5.5 per cent of the work force 
and total employment was vir- 
tually unchanged at 83.4 mil- 
lion. 


"The jobless rate in June and 


July was substantially below 
the rates of around 6 per cent 
which had prevailed since the 
close of 1970," the report said. 


It added that average hourly 


earnings of some 50 million 
rank-and-file workers rose one 
cent per hour to 13.62 and were 
up $1.09 per week to $136.47. 


Average earnings were up 


$8.53 weekly or 6.7 per cent 
over the past year, and after 
defalcation for the 2.9, per cent 
rise in living costs, the average 
paycheck was $4.58 per week 
above a year earlier, the report 
said.

The Saigon troops killed 21

failed to smash them, the 
sources said, and the South 
Vietnamese had to flush out the

POWS will have hard 
time adjusting in U.S. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 


When American prisoners of 
war return home from In- 
dochina they will have a diffi- 
cult time adapting to the social 
changes that have taken place, 
according to a military psy- 
chiatrist. 


For that reason, Capt. Ray- 


mond C. Spaulding Jr., chief of 
psychiatry at San Diego Naval 
Hospital, hopes welcoming cer- 
emonies will be delayed for a 
while after their arrival home. 


Spaulding says the POWs, 


some who have been in captiv- 
ity for eight years, face a po- 
tentially traumatic 
cultural 


shock. 


"Those guys are going to be 


very confused," Spaulding said. 
"Can you imagine being seven 
years over there and coming 
home to find your wife in a 
minidress and no bra out in 
public? Or your kids with long, 
scroungy hair?" 
Spaulding 


made his comments in an inter- 
view with the San Diego Trib- 
une. 


Spaulding, 51, was head of 


the six-man psychiatric team 
which worked with the men 
from the captured spy ship 
Pueblo. They spent a year as 
prisoners in North Korea. 


"I was very much against the 


precipitous return of the Pueblo 


people," he said. "It was a psy- 
chological crime. Crewmen lat- 
er told me they didn't know if 
they'd be stoned in the streets 
or taken to a federal prison." 


Spaulding envisions a more 


gradual rehabilitation program, 
with the men possibly being re- 
turned by ship rather than air. 


The Pentagon is working on a 


contingency plan for the return 
and care of POWs. Although 
the North Vietnamese govern- 
ment has given no indication 
when POWs will be released, 
the Naval Hospital here is ex- 
pected to be a center for re- 
habilitation on their return. 
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Final arguments in 
Bremer case slated 


UPPER MARLBORO, Md. 


(AP) — Final arguments re- 
main to be heard today before 
the trial of Arthur H. Bremer, 
the accused assailant of Ala- 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace, 
goes to the Jury. 


After the dismissal of four 


counts Thursday by Judge 
Ralph W. Powers, Bremer re- 
mained under indictment on 13 
counts arising from the May 15 
shooting Wallace and three oth- 
er persons at a Laurel, Md., 
shopping center. 


Powers cited lack of evidence 


as his grounds for dismissing, a 
charge of assault with intent to 
maim on each of the four per- 
sons wounded. 


Bremer has pleaded innocent 


by reason of insanity to all 
charges arising from the shoot- 
ings, including four each of as- 
sault with intent to murder, as- 
sault and battery and using a 
handgun in violation of Mary- 
land law and one count of ille- 
gally carrying a handgun. 


If the Prince Georges County 


Circuit Court jury accepts his 
plea of insanity, Bremer would 
be committed to a Maryland 
mental hospital for an in- 
definite period. 


Bremer still is under in- 


dictment on federal charges 
stemming from the shootings. 


Although the defendant did 


not testify on his own behalf, 
his father, William Bremer, 
took the stand briefly Thursday 
as the fourth and final defense 
witness. The elder Bremer was

Manpower shortage 
reported on ships 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


buildup of U.S. warships off 
Vietnam into the largest naval 
armada since World War n has 
created a manpower shortage 
in the 7th Fleet, prompting re- 
quest* that men ashore volun- 
tarily go back to sea. 


Navy spokesmen say this was 


one of several steps taken with- 
in the past few weeks to help 
fill the gap and bring relief to 
crews working round the clock 
in launching carrier-based air 
strikes over Indochina. 


Men with critical job skills 


now serving with the 7th Fleet 
have been asked to extend ex- 
piring enlistments, at least un- 
til their vessels return home. 


In addition, the Navy has 


sent letters to 80,000 reservists 
asking them to come back vol- 
untarily for one year. It hopes 
2,000 will respond. 


Nearly 40,000 men are aboard 


UJS. ships in the Gulf of Tonkin 
following the buildup, which be- 
gan four months ago in re- 
sponse to the North Vietnamese 
offensive. 


The Navy said it cannot fill 


the vacancies with new recruits 
because it needs experienced 
personnel "With the high tempo 
of the operations, they've been 
pressed to the wall out there," 
says a Bureau of Naval Person- 
nel spokesman. 


Before asking for volunteers, 


the Navy said, about 600 men 
were ordered from shore sta- 
tions. Their jobs ashore were 
filled by women for the first 


time, the spokesman said. 


"We may have to reconsider 


(less desirable alternatives) in- 
cluding a further drawdown of 
personnel assigned to support 
and training activities ashore 
and a further drawdown of non- 
deployed ships and aircraft 


squadrons." 


However, the spokesman said 


these steps will not be taken 
"unless the situation becomes 
critical." 


Officials say it is too early to 


gauge the response to the call 
for volunteers.

"Spassky is massacred," said 


Gligoric. "It is unbelievable 
that the world champion cannot 
even manage a draw." 


"If Spassky loses this game, 


the match becomes a farce," 
said British Grandmaster Da- 
vid Levy. 


Play was adjourned Thursday

ner. 


"The first impression was 


bad but I think there will be an 
accomodation that will bode 
well for the ethnlcs,"Valuchek 
said, "and obviously we're go-1 
ing to make a tremendous ef- 
fort to get the ethnics to vote 
Democratic."

NEW YORK (AP) - Despite 


some sharp but 
shortlived 


bursts, stock prices in general 
are slow to respond to the glit- 
tering profits reports now being 
turned in by American corpo- 
rations. 


The Dow Jones Industrial Av- 


erage is right where it was six 
years ago. 


This suggests that the DJIA, 


which includes laggards such 
as Texaco, American Tele- 
phone, General Motors and U.S. 
Steel and Bethlehem Steel, 
might not accurately reflect the 
true state of the market. 


To some extent this might be 


so. Last week the price-earn- 
ings ratio of DJIA companies 
for the 12 months ended March 
30 was 16.2. Since the recent 
surge of profit* that ratio now 
should be well under 18. 


By contrast, the ratio of 813 


stocks listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange is more than 
18, meaning buyers are willing 
to pay 18 times per share earn- 
ings. 


Those DJIA companies are 


basic to the American econo- 
my; it would collapse without 
the contribution! of this elite 
30. But while it may be true 
that as they go, so goes the na- 
tion, that formula doesn't apply 
to stocks. 


Based on the usual statistics 


used by Wall Street, stocks 
should be higher. Some are 
nudging their all-time highs. 


There is good reason for this: 


Profits are soaring. A First Na- 
tional City Bank survey shows 
a 18 per cent rise in after-tax 
earnings for the first six 
months of 1972, compared with 
a year earlier. 


The survey shows food prod- 


uct companies with a 14 per 
cent gain, cement-glass-stone 
30, electrical equipment-elec- 
tronics 32, and apparel 24, to 
name a few. And the future of 
profits, by most current esti- 
mates—even with controls—is 
bullish. 


Aren't we supposed then to 


believe that the outlook for the 
whole market, the entire, do- 
mestic economy is bullish too? 
Those who believe strongly in 
our corporate way of life con- 
tend with theological fervor 
that this is so. 


It is fear of the unknown that 


seems to be stalling many of 
what could be, under different 
circumstances, among the star 
market performers. It is a con- 
glomerate of factors that bro- 
kers categorize as uncertainty, 
and uncertainty produces ag- 
nostics who wait for proof.

Fischer: 
Even his countrymen 
cheering for Spassky 


Television Lops 


NEW YORK (AP) - "1 nev- 


er thought I'd be cheering for a 
Russian," the nattily dressed 
businessman said to a couple of 
fellow commuters on the Long 
Island Railroad, "That Fischer 
is a lunk-head. I hope Spassky 
beats his brains out." 


"1 think Spassky is cute," the 


secretary was heard to remark 
during an office coffee break. 
"Wasn't that terrific the way 
*he stood up and bowed the day 
Bobby didn't show up? Fis- 
cher—ugh—he's dreadful." 


Bobby Fischer, perhaps the 


greatest chess genius the world 
has known, doesn't exactly 
have his country cheering for 
him as he seeks to break the 
Soviet Union's long-time hold 
on the world championship in 
his nose-to-nose confrontation 
with Boris Spassky In remote 
Reykjavik, Iceland. 


He has taken over the role of 


heavy in the drama of the 
pawns, knights and bishops. He 
wears the black hat. Spassky is 
the hero. And even the Ameri- 
cans are hissing their own 
man. 


Is Bobby Fischer really the 


heel he has made himself out to 
be—with his late arrivlals, his 
protests and his outlandish de- 
mands—or is it a case of psy- 
chological warfare which is 
shredding the Russian's mental 
processes before the Red cham- 
pion can unleash a sustained of- 
fensive? 
"It's strictly 
psychological 


warfare, and it's working," ar- 
gued a close friend of Fischer, 
who spent more than two weeks 
with the one-time Brooklyn 
chess prodigy before the lat- 
ter's departure for Iceland. 


The friend, a New York pub- 


lic relations man, was with Fis- 
cher during the rigid physical 
training period at Grossinger's 
in the New York Catskills and 
later at the swank LaCosta 
Country CMy and Spa in Ran- 


cho La Costa, Calif., where Fis- 
cher made one of his rare pub- 
lic appearances in a sports ce- 
lebrities' tennis tournament. 


"Bobby knows that the Rus- 


sians use the world chess 
crown, which they've monopo- 
lized, as a giant propaganda 
springbosrd," he said. "He 
talked with me for hours how 
the Russians had smothered.ev- 
ery effort by outsiders to take 
the title and he said he was de- 
termined to beat them—no mat- 
ter what the costs. 


"One of the costs is to be pic- 


tured internationally as a spoil- 
ed brat and a crude, uncouth 
lout. It's a price he has been 
willing to pay in order to 
achieve his end." 


At LaCosta, shortly before 


Fischer's departure for Iceland 
and the ensuing controversies, 
it was possible to scratch be- 
neath the surface of this 
moody, lonely man whose gen- 
ius at the chess board has fas- 
cinated the world. 


A tennis match was arranged 


with Hank Greenberg, the for- 
mer Detroit Tiger baseball 
slugger, and a pair of news- 
men. Fischer agreed to the 
pairing but when he appeared 
at the courts, a racket and a 
white sweater in his hand, he 
balked. 


"Where's the little boy I 


played with yesterday?" he 
said "I want to play with the 
boy I played with yesterday." 


A Mend explained that the 


boy was not around and that 
the doubles match had been ar- 
ranged. Fischer nodded. 


"Play here," said a court at- 


tendant, pointing to the center 
court already surrounded by in- 
terested spectators. 


"I don't want to play here," 


Bobby said. 


"Where do you want to 


play?" he was asked. 


"Over there," he said, strid- 


ing toward an obscure court a

Dear Reader—Every wom- 


an, particularly in your age 
group, should have a regular 
examination by her doctor. 
One reason is for the early 
detection of cancer of the 
cervix, which can be cured 
if found soon enough. Anoth- 
er is for examination of her 
breasts. During such an ex- 
amination, a doctor can do 
a test which tells him what 
the nature of the cells are 
that line the vagina. This 
helps in identifying whether 
the woman has sufficient fe- 
male hormone or not and 
therefore is an index of the 
function of her ovaries. 


I don't like to tell any 


woman that she can't get 
pregnant unless she has had 
an examination and a series 
of studies. It's always pos- 
sible. However, I must add 
that it is most unlikely that a 
w o m a n 
who has 
gone 


through the change of life 
and has not menstruated for 
two years would get preg- 
nant. Some women who are 
not menstruating have not 
actually gone through the 
change of life. This is one 
reason an examination by 
the doctor is indicated. 


Dear 
Dr. 
Lamb — My 


mother is 50 years old and 
she is going to the hospital 
for some tests. A CBC, SMA, 
and EKG. Please tell me 
what these are. 


Dear 
Reader — A CBC 


means 
a complete blood 


count, which includes count- 
ing the number of red blood 
cells and looking at their 
characteristics, counting the 
number of white blood cells 
and separating them into the 
various types of white blood 
cells plus looking at their 
characteristics on a slide. In 
most laboratories it also in- 
cludes measuring the hemo- 
globin for iron in the blood 
to be certain that there is no 
anemia. 


The SMA is a term for an 


automated method of mea- 
suring the different chemical 
elements in the blood, like 
the blood sugar. With one 
small sample of the patient's 
blood, the analyzer accom- 
plishes many tests which 
used to be done laboriously 
by hand by laboratory tech- 
nicians. It essentially pro- 
vides information concern- 
ing chemical balance and 
chemical content of the body. 


An EKG refers to an elec- 


trocardiogram, and is prop- 
erly called an ECG. The old- 
er term EKG arises from 
the the fact thai much of 
the early electrocardiograph- 
ic study was done by Ger- 
man speaking people and the 
word for heart in German is 
Kardio, as opposed to the 


English cardio. It 
is of 


course a measurement of the 
electrical 
activity 
of 
the 


heart to detect heart disease.

WASHINGTON (AP) - First 


shipments of U.S. surplus grain 
soon will begin moving into a 
new farm-export pipeline to the 
Soviet Union, a link govern- 
ment officials say could herald 
a new production era for Amer- 
ican farmers. 


The grain sale to the Soviets, 


announced last July 8, involves 
$750 million worth of wheat and 
livestock feed grain over the 
next three years. It will be fi- 
nanced under credit arrange- 
ments handled by the Com- 
modity Credit Corp. in the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


If sustained, and further ex- 


port doors such as China are 
opened, dramatic shifts in U.S. 
government crop-control pro- 
grams may be in the offing, 
changes which could enable 
farmers to raise more crops for 
cash markets and less for tax- 
payer-owned storage bins. 


One of the more immediate 


impacts, however, will be on 
employment, primarily at port 
facilities where grain is loaded 
onto ships, in yards where 
ships are fitted for such car- 
goes and in the transportation 
industry generally. 


Nixon administration officials 


estimate between 3,000 and 5,- 
000 additional jobs are created 
each time grain exports are in- 
creased $100 million. 


At the Agriculture Depart- 


ment, officials say 
enough 


grain probably is in position at 
Great Lakes and Gulf ports 
right now to handle Soviet ship- 
ments in the next few months. 


Laurel C. Meade, general 


sales manager for the Export 
Marketing Service in USDA, 
said in an interview that he ex- 
pects the Soviets initially to 
buy mostly wheat, although 
some corn is being readied. 


The sales, which Agriculture 


Secretary Earl L. Butz predicts 
could exceed $1 billion over the 
next three years, will be han- 
dled by private traders. Thus, 
Meade said, it is difficult at 
this time for the government to 
estimate just how much of 
which grains will be sold. 


Under an "export credit" 


program operated by CCC, a 
private exporter can receive 
government credit financing. 
Interest charged is at com- 
mercial 
rates, 
with 
the 


recipient foreign buyer paying 
back the loan plus carrying 
charges. 


According to USDA officials, 


two export firms have applied 
for CCC credit. They were iden- 
tified as Continental grain Co. 
and Dreyfus Grain Co., both 
based in New York. 


Sources said three or four 


other firms also are likely to 
seek CCC credit soon. 


Regardless of whether the So- 


viets give priority to U.S. 
wheat, corn or other 
feed 


grains, American farmers and 
taxpayers 
have 
mountains 


available as a result of recent 
record crops and a dip in some 
exports, particularly wheat. 


Last year farmers raised a 


record wheat crop of more than 
1.64 billion bushels; about 1.5 
billion were needed to meet do- 
mestic needs and export com- 
mitments. 


Thus, on July 1 this year as 


another bumper crop was being 
harvested the wheat carryo- 
ver—including 
earlier 
sur- 


pluses—was about 865 million 
bushels, one of the largest sup- 
plies in a decade. 


Feed grain, fed by a record 


corn crop of 5.5 billion bushels 
last year, also is in super- 
abundance. 
Estimated 
at 


around 53 million tons, it is the 
most since the mid-1960s. The 
corn surplus alone by Oct. 1, 
when another new crop will be 
binned, is expected to be 
around 1.3 billion bushels. 


Exports are vital markets for 


crops which, for decades, have 
been 
produced 
in 
over- 


abundance. Currently, accord- 
ing to USDA, exports siphon off 
the crop production from one in 
every four acres farmers har- 
vest.

soared to a record $8 billion, 
partly because of higher prices 
for some commodities, but also 
because the volume of ship- 
ments held up surprisingly well 
despite last year's dock strikes. 


If more can be sold abroad, 


cash markets at home will im- 
prove and enable farmers to 
move gradually from under the 
subsidy protection of the feder- 
al government, administration 
officials say. 


That philosophy, 
however, 


has not been proved entirely, 
although Butz and others argue 
that rising exports eventually 
will lessen the need for federal 
farm assistance, this year run- 
ning at a record of around $4.1 
billion in subsidy payments to 
growers of wheat, feed grain 
and cotton.

China has 4-point 
health program aim 


PEKING (AP) — The Chi- 


nese Communists have wiped 
out cholera, smallpox, plague 
and venereal disease, all once 
endemic in their country, a 
high official of the department 
of health reports. 


The drug problem is nonexist- 


ent, Dr. Chen Hai-feng said in a 
long interview, due to a com- 
bination of education, strict 
control of drugs by the govern- 
ment and severe treatment of 
sellers 10-15 years ago. 


Tuberculosis, typhoid, mea- 


sles, chickenpox, malaria and 
snail fever, all of which once 
were rampant in China, are 
considered "controlled," the 
doctor said. 


"We cannot find venereal dis- 


ease cases to show our medical 
students in colleges," Dr. Chen 
said. 


A small, intense man, Dr. 


Chen explained the four-point 
aim of China's health program, 
which is not unlike those in the 
West, and also the medical 
structure which seems a key to 
China's success in programs 
that failed elsewhere in the 
world. 


The four aims: 
1. To direct medical work at 


the masses by putting medical 
workers into the field. 


2. Prevention of disease by 


vaccines, sterilization of drink- 
ing water and attacking insects 
such as mosquitos and flies. 


3. Combining Western and an- 


cient Chinese herb medicines in 
new treatment. 


4. Mass education of peasants 


and workers to understand the 
dangers of diseases and the 
worth of prevention measures. 


These principles are adminis- 


tered through a detailed medi- 
cal structure reaching units of 
100 persons or less. China has 
800 million people. 


It had been thought pre- 


viously that the "barefoot doc- 
tors" were the lowest level of 
the state medical program, but 
it goes farther down than that, 
to the "health worker," a part- 
time job. The health worker is 
trained to give injections and 
detect disease. 
His main 


strength is in knowing well 
everyone he deals with. 


The health worker knows all 


that happens to his small group 
and can report to the barefoot- 
doctor level if a disease ap- 
pears which he cannot handle. 


Barefoot doctors, many of 


them women, have received 
three to four months' training 
in hospitals. They can adminis- 
ter Chinese herb medicines, 
acupuncture and some Western 
medicines. If the barefoot doc- 
tor finds a problem too com- 
plicated, he sends the patient to 
an outpatient clinic, staffed by 
regular nurses and doctors, for 
treatment. If the patient re- 
quires further treatment, he is 
sent to a hospital. 


Obviously a disease cannot go 


long undetected at the health- 
worker level. The Chinese 
avoid saying that their vaccines 
and other preventive treat- 
ments are "compulsory," but it 
is obvious that treatment, if it 
is needed, is given one way or 
the other. 


Dr. Chen placed considerable 


emphasis on the combination of 
Western and Chinese medicines' 
as being helpful. He said that 
at first there had been conflict 
between doctors over the com- 
bination of Chinese herb medi- 
cine with the Western, but that 
it is now accepted. 


He said the health ministry 


ordered all Chinese herb cures 
collected, beginning at the vil- 
lage level, and taken to univer- 


Youth could play 
major voting role 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - 


Youth could play a major role 
in this year's political elections 
and the Southern Regional 
Council is doing all it can to get 
young persons out to vote. 


A study in "South Today," 


the council's monthly publica- 
tion, reports an 18.6 per cent in- 
crease in new eligible voters in 
Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia.Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. 


And three organizations are 


encouraging the drive to vote. 


"The thrust of the three driv- 


es is to make sure that as 
many young Southerners as 
possible have the opportunity to 
vote this fall by encouraging 
registration this summer," the 
study said of the Voter Educa- 
tion Project, 
the National 


Youth Citizenship Fund and the 
National Movement for the Stu- 
dent Vote. 


sity research departments for 
scientific analysis and .ex- 
perimental treatment.

Dr. Chen men- 
tioned a new treatment for se- 
vere burns to bring about quick 
healing with less necessity for 
skin grafts, better results in 
treatments of goiters, malaria 
and snail fever, and treatment 
of fractures. 


China has not had a drug 


problem for many years, Dr. 
Chen said, and the health de- 
partment was extremely angry 
at a story by a European corre- 
spondent that China was growT 
ing opium for export. 


Provinces of China are given 


a great measure of autonomy 
in many matters of agriculture, 
he said, but not in the growth 
of drugs. 


"We grow only enough for 


our own use—no more," Dr. 
Chen said. "If there are no 
drugs, there are no addicts." 


Penalties for illegal drug 


sales are described as severe- 
he declined to specify the pen- 
alties. China, however, still has 
the, death penalty for major of- 
fenses. 


Upon coining to power, the 


Communists rounded up all ad- 
dicts and gave them education 
and treatment, Dr. Chen said.

He does it at least 
once every 15 minutes. 


Another device for building 


UP arm strength is a 74-pound 
bar with a bicycle wheel on 
both ends. He lifts it for 20 min- 
utes a day. The wheels are to 
prevent injury in case the bar 
to dropped. 


Traugh explained that bruises 


to paralysed persons are far 
more dangerous than to other 
persons because of the lack of 
circulation. 


To learn to walk with braces, 


two parallel bars some four 
feet off the floor are used. The 
patient supports himself with 
his arms on the bar, then 
swings his feet forward. When 
his feet are even with his 
hands, the process to repeated. 


Trough said most patients 


with spinal injuries prefer the 
wheelchair to braces because 
braces use five to six times 
more energy than a wheelchair.

Conferees accept plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) *- Con- 


gressional conferees have ac- 
cepted a $1.71-billion plan to 
combat America's major killer 
diseases and most-dreaded in- 
fections. 


Senate-House conferees ap- 


proved a paid of bills Thursday 
authorizing funds for three 
years to expand programs of 
research and control for heart, 
blood and lung diseases and to 
extend efforts to curb venereal 
disease, measles and tubercu- 
losis. 
The agreements, covering 


separate bills and solving con- 
flicts between versions passed 
by the Senate and House, pro- 
vide for: 


—A f 1.39-billion authorization 


for 15 heart research centers 
and 15 lung research centers. 


—A 1322.5-million commu- 


nicable disease control pro- 
gram, including $62.5 million a 
year for the drive against sy- 
philis and gonorrhea, $10 mil- 
lion annually for tuberculosis, 
and $5 million a year for 
measles. There would be $20 
million annually for other dis- 
eases such as whooping cough. 
A special $5 million annual 
fund would be provided for 
emergency use against epidem- 
ics. 


Both measures will be sub- 


mitted to the Senate and House 
for approval.
